invited the miners' execu tive commit 
tee to m eet the coal ow ners, but the 
m en declined, saying they had nothing 
to discuss. 
T hey had, they said, placed tlieii 
schedule of minimum rates on the ta 
hie and they would m aintain that po­ 
sition until oth erw ise instructed by th* 
miners. 
The miners' d elegates are now re­ 
turning to their respective districts 
and will submit the whole position to 
their constituents at week-end m eet­ 
ings Even should the men approve of 
the subm ission of the schedule of min­ 
imum 
rates of w ages to discussion 
the strike could not be arrested under 
a week. 
The shortage of coal has already 
had disastrous consequences on com 
mere**. Factories are shutting down in 
all directions, railroads are taking off 
som e of their trains aud steam ers are 
being laid up. 
One hundred thousand Iron workers 
will be idle in Scotland alone as a 
result ut the strike. T he cotton maim 
ta u n te r s 
in 
northeast 
Lam ashire 
have coal enough to keep them going 
for another fortnight. 
Prim e M inister Asquith In a state 
ment in the house of com m ons said 
the eoal 
ow ners in 
practically the 
whole of England and in the north ot 
W ales had accepted the proposal* of 
the governm ent; that in South Wale* 
and in Scotland tile ow ners had de 
d in ed the proposition, while the nun 
era ha ve rejected it because they were 
unwilling to submit the rates for a 
minimum 
wage to any 
form of re 
vision. 
All of the underground workers in 
England, W ales and Scotland except a 
com parative few ceased work at mid 
night. Over a million men were af 
fetted and this number will be aug 
merited daily through the closing of 
Industries w*hich are dependent on the 
fuel supply for their e x is te n ts 
With the exception of a few- am al’ 
collieries all the coal 
m ines of the 
country are idle 
In m ost of those 
places where work Is still going on 
notably in W arwickshire. w*here IO,ABC 
men are employed, the 
miners w it 
Join the strikers. The only mine In 
the country where the men have de 
cided to remain at work Is a little on* 
in northern Wale* 
An official return estim ate* the nam 
her of strikers who have already laid 
down their tools as 1,049,4^7 
In most of the colliery districts th* 
men are faking advantage of the strike 
to enjoy a holiday, and no trouble lf 
anticipated The greatest danger spot 
is In South W ales, where the union 
funds are only sufficient to provide 
strike pay to the men for a abort 
ttme 
It is expected that lf the strike lf 
prolonged for three w eeks 5AA.A0A men 
in the allied trades of lo n d o n alone 
will he thrown out of work. 
It is im 
possible to estim ate the m ultitude that 
will ulthnAtely he affected, hut It is sr 
large that it will he certain to brine 
about a general paralysis of British 
trade.

Washington, March 2.—The Demo­ 
cratic caucus ratified the sugar bill 
and the income tax or excise bill pre 
seated by Democratic lead er Under­ 
wood, with the indorsement of the 
ways aud means committee. Both billa 
will now be presented to the house. 
In reporting the free sugar bill to 
the cam us, Chairman Underwood also 
submitted a bill which in effect would 
provide an income tax in the United 
States. 
It was proposed 
that the present 
corporation tax be extended to include 
“Individuals aud co-partucrships doing 
a business of fa'KHi a year or over." 
Mr. Underwood stated that this pi ac­ 
tually would accomplish the purposes 
ut an income tax, and at the same 
time comply with the supreme court 
derision against the constitutionality 
of an income tax 
The proposed tax 
would be one per tent. 
Chairman Underwood made a s* ele­ 
ment to the cam us that he had been 
direc ted by the wa>s and means com 
mittee to submit a hill to pla< e sugar 
on the free list and another bill ex 
tending the present excise tax, now 
levied by law on corporations, to Indi­ 
viduals and co-partnerships having an 
annual income of mote than f >000 a 
year, 
In explaining the effect of the bill 
Mr. Underwood said: 
“The hill removing the taxe« levied 
at the customs houses on sugar, im­ 
ported into this country, will ba\e the 
effect of reducing the price of sugar 
to the consumer about 14 cen s a 
pound." 
The statement further says that in 
the opinion of the wav* and means 
committee the large profits made b\ 
manufacturers and refiners of sugar 
have been due to the customs tariff 
and that placing sugar on the fre* 
list would not destroy the industry in 
the Untted States, but would result in 
a saving to the American people of 
$107,000,000. 
"The purpose of the excise bill pre 
rented to the caucus." Mr Underwood 
said. “Is to extend the tax on doing of 
business by Individuals and copart­ 
nerships’* He then said; 
The special fax will 
accomplish 
the same result as would have been 
accomplished bv sn Income »ax if It 
were within the power of congress to 
enact an income tax law so far as 
raising revenue Is concerned, but at 
the same time the bill keeps well with­ 
in the principles laid down bv the su 
prerne court In its decisions affe ting 
the constitutionality of che corpora­ 
tion tax law " 
“The bill does not In any way alter, 
amend or repeal the corporation tax 
la was it now stands on the statute 
books," Mr Underwood said, hut pro- 
vide* that every person, firm or co­ 
partnership shall he subject to pay sn- 
nusllv a special excise tax with re­ 
spect to carrying on or doing business 
by such persons, equivalent to one per 
centum on the entire net Income over 
and above fiono received by am h per­ 
son from att sources dtirlag each vear. 
and further provides thir In commit 
lug the income of any person there 
shall not he invaded the amount re 
celved 
from 
any corporation, Jo!*' 
stock company or association, or in­ 
surance company, if the special excise 
tax of one percent urn now im posed by 
law has been paid by such corpora 
Hon. or stock companv or insurance 
company or association." 
The statement further s a y s: 
“That lf these bills become laws 
they will have repealed a burden of 
taxation now borne bv the American 
people on a food product that all must 
consume, of 1107,000,000, and will have 
substituted In place thereof taxes that 
will probably aggregate between $50, 
nnn.ono and $60,000,000 that will h* 
collected from persons at an income of 
more than $5000.”
